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TRIAL OF THE ACCUSED,

SEVERE SENTENCE, 


The trial of the two nativas accused of 
assaulting Private O’Brien, of the Dublin 
Fasiliers, near Mex on the 21st nolto., began 
this morning at Alexandria in the Attarin 
Native Court.

The Chief of the Parqaet 
then read ont the indictment and gave a sum- 
mary of the case wherein he showeil that there 
was 4 strong chain of evidence tending to prove 
that Mohamed Ismail: Kotb and Fayoumi 
Gabbari, the accused, were guilty of the crime 
imputed to them. He concluded his speech by 
asking the Court to pass an exemplary sentence 
on the men as there was very clear evidence of 
their guilt. 

Private O’Brien then related the circum- 
stances of the assault, his statements being 
interpreted to the Court. 

The donkey boy who accompanied O’Brien 
was afterwards called and gave his version of 
the affair, at the same time identifying the 
prisoners as the culprits, 

The advocate for the defence, Aly Bey 
Assem, then rose and asked Private O’Brien, 
who was allowed to sit down owing to the 
state of his hzalth, whether he could account 
for all the money which he hail with him 
when he started on his journey from Alexan- 
dria. Private O’Brien stated that he gave P.'T’. 
2 to the cabmar, PT. 3 to the donkey boy, 
and P.'T. 3 to the native who helped him 
to the camp after he had been attack- 
ed. He started with P.T; 40 and arrived 
at the camp with P.'T. 20, buat he was 
quite unab!e to stateshow he had dispoeed of 
the rest of the money. Counsel then went 
on to point oat that, although the alleged 
outrage had been perpetrated on Monday 
evening it was not until ‘'nesday evening 
at 10 o'clock that any intimation of the 
affray raached the caracol. Yet Private 
O’Brien was quite able on Monday to give a 
ver ion of the aasaalt to Private Marvill 
(No. 3,706). In his statement he declared 
that the doukey-boy, prior to the assault, had 
addressed some remarks to the two natives 
who were following him. This clearly showed 
that the donkey-boy, who might have had a 
hand in the assault,had recognised some others. 
In regard to O’Brien, he had declared to 
Blattner Bey, who translated his story, that he 
wag unable to recognise the men who had 
attacked him. ‘There were no other confirma- 
tory witnesses and consequently the pro- 
secation broke down on this question of 
identification, Why did not the donkey 
boy return to the nearest house and ask 
for help? Probably the boy was particeps 
criminig and was concealing the truth in order 
to shield some of his friends, who were the 
actual perpetrators of thecrime, O’Brien knew 
the donkey boy. When asked in hospital by the 
Chief of the Parquet to identify the accused, 
who were present by his bedside, he declared 
that one of them was the donkey boy, who did 
not happen to be present. On another day 
the accused together with the boy were con- 
fronted with O’Brien at the hospital and 
he identified the donkey boy and declared 
that the other two men were his aggressors. 
This dis:repancy shows that he was incapable 
of identifying his assailants. Moreover, when 
the coffee-shop keeper at Mex was asked about 
the accused, who were said by the donkey boy 
to have been at his caté on that evening, he 
said that he had not seen one of them for three 
months, as he was keeping away because he 
owed him money. Kotb is in the service of tha 
salt works and counsel asked the authorities 
to enquire of this man’s émployers as to his 
character. Kotb had willingly offered to be 
confronted with O’Brian together with five 
other natives as hewas so certain that 
O’Brien would nct identify him, bat his offar 
was not eitsrtained by the authorities. 
Counsel then tried to show that O’Brien, who 
had received his pay, had lingered in the city 
antil 10 p.m. although he had been told to be 
back at9p.m. ‘This point was overruled by 
the Court as being not pertinent to the case, 
and counsel was asked to refrain from this 
line of defauce. 


The trial was concluded at 12.30 p.m, one 
of the accused, Kotb, being sentenced to 10 
years’ imprisonment with hard laboar and his 
accomplice to 7 years’ imprisonment with 
hard labour.

FRENCH IN-EGYPT. . 
CRITICISM, OF -ADMINISTRATION, 


The following excerpt from a letter addres- 


sed te “Le Journal” of Paris by “Un groupe 
de Frangasis hebitant l’Egypte’ may be of 
to our readers, who will notice 
that Jodge Tuck is described below as an 


intecest 


“English fanctionary,” and that the British 


officials of the Anglo-Egyptian Government are 
accused of a policy of opposition to French 


interests :— 


“We cannot admit that Europeans can be 
judged by natives on criminal charges, This 
may easily happen now that numbers of Egyp- 


tians are trying to become naturalised British 
subjects (sic). The majority of the jadges will 
certainly be English and the statas of British 
subjects will certainly be safeguarded, but how 
aboat the other Earopeans? We have no inten- 
tion of attacking England’s réle in Egypt. Oa the 
contrary, we admire the improvements she has 
made and we wish to see her continuing her 
civilising work, but if “France, by the con- 
vention of 1904, renounced her secular rights 
in. Egypt, it does not follow that French 
interests should be completely sacrificed. We 
are sincere partisans of the Ectente Cordiale, 
bat this “entente” is only followed loyally 
at London. Abroad and in the Colonies the 
British fanectionary, long since accustomed to 
oppose French interests, cannot make up his 
mind t) become the friend of his old foes. 
We have just had an example of this in 
the case of the Sacreries Company, in which 
& magistrate began by demanding that the 
company should be declared bankrupt, only 
to contradict himself later by demanding of 
the Court a “concordat jadiciaire” on the same 
basis as that which he had declared. inad- 
missible three months earlier. ‘hia is a strik- 
ing example of the attitude of British fanc- 
tionaries. 

“Frevch interests in Egypt are most con- 
siderable. It is in France in which lie two- 
thirds of the Ezyptian Debt, nearly all the 
bonds of the Crédit Foncier, and the shares and 
bonds of the Sucreries and Raffineries. Nomer- 
ous deposits have been made daring the last 
several yearsand the important landed interesta 
are in I’rench hands. The total, at the least, is 
two milliards and a half, not inclading the 
Saez Canal shares, ot which a large number 
are owned by [rance. It is thesa interests 
which a changein tha regime would most 
seriously affect. Moreover, we are opposed to 
any modification or suppressioa of the Capitula- 
tions, which would subject us entirely to the 
Egyptian Government. Lord Cromaor is at 
present in Eugland ; it is probable that he will 
ask his Government to call a conference. The 
interest of the conference would not seem to 
be great for England, which is mistress of all 
the wheels of Ezyptian Administration. What 
Lord Cromer would seek is the personal satis- 
faction of making Egypt into a British Colony. 
and so crown hia work, 

‘We count upon the vigilance of the’ French 
Government to let England amicably’ know 
that France has in Egypt reached the limit of 
her concessions.” 


FISHING BOAT DISASTER 


The efforts to recover the bodies of the five 
Italian seamen who perished in the fishing 
boat disaster off the Aboukir coast a tortnight 
ago were finally crowoed with success yesterday, 
The boat in which the unfortunate men were 
imprisoned was refloated, and it was thus possi- 
ble to remove their bodies from the wreck. 

Owing to their prolonged immersion the 
bodies were in a very advanced state of de- 
composition, and partly devoured by sharks. 
They were at once conveyed to the Govern- 
ment Hospital, where the legal formalities were 
gone through previous to their burial, which 
will take place this afternoon.. 


THE LAW OF beg IN EGYPT. 


In the House of Commons, Mr. Pickersyill 
asked the Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs what was the outcome of the promise 
made by Lord Cromer in 1901, after the 
fracas neat Cairo between British cflisers and 
the watchmen of Mr. Wiifrid Blunt, that he 
would consalt the legal advisers of the-Egyp- 
tian Government as to the suggested strength- 
ening of the law of trespass in Egypt, go: as 
to protect native cultivators from injary at 
tha hands of Europeans ; and whetber any- 
thing had been done in the premises. 

Sir E. Grey replied : Lord Cromer consulted 
the legal advisers to the Egyptian Government 
on his return to Cairo in 1901, and they were 
of opinion that no change in the law was 
necessary or practicable. Nor is there reason 
to believe that cases of traspass by Europeans 
sre more common than cases of trespass by 
natives.

ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING. 


‘The annual general meeting of the Egyptian 
Delta Light Railways, Limited, was held on 
the 24th inst. at Winchester House, Oid Broad 
Street, London, E.C., Sir Auckland Colvin, 
K.C.8.I., K.C.M.C., C.LE. (Chairman of the 
company) presiding. The Secretary (Mr. F. J. 
Horne) having read the notice convening the 
meeting and the report of the auditors, the 
chairman said : | 

‘T presume yon will, as usual, take the re- 
port and accounts as read. Thsy’ refer to a 
period of half year only, for which I pre- 
pared you at our last general meeting in 
January Jast. This fact, and the inclusion 
of the Helouan line (which, as I also then 
explained, kept its sccounts previously in far 
less detail than we did) makes it impossible 
to effect the usaal comparisons with the 
preceding corresponding period, but such as 
are practicable have been given to you in our 
report, and will now beso by me. The gene- 
ral position is described by our agent in 
Egypt (Capt. Adams, R.E.) ina paragraph 
of his report to the Board which I will read 
to you: 

“The net receipts for both the light lines 
and the Helouan branch are the best on re- 
cord, being £6,901 and £5,432 respectively 
more than the correspondiog previous half. 
year, that is, the results sre 25 % better, as 
the net receipts increased by 28 %' whilst the 
increase in open kilometrage was 3%. It will 


be ‘seen from the analysis of working. that 


the receipts and expenditure per kilometre 


‘per week and per train kilometre, as compared 
with the previous year’s figares, are very 
satisfactory, and the proportion of sta 


to receipts for the who'e system hasbeen 
redaced from 60 % to 55 %. I donot think 
better results could have bees hoped for, and 
it should be remembered that the cotton/ crop, 
on which we depend for so much, was lees 
than in the previous year, and that whges 
and other expenses, throughout the country, 
have in the last few years risen considerably.” 

[am sure you will regard this general atate- 
ment as satisfactory, and it is completely 
borne out by an éxamination of figures in our 
possession. If we take our light lines alone we 
find that our earnings improved by pearly 
LE. 10,000 and the expenses increased by 
rather less than L.E. 3,000 compared to the 
previous corresponding period. It follows that 
there was corresponding improvement in the 
net result, in the ratio of expenses to earnings, 
in the net receipts per kilometre open, ets., 
while it is no less eatisfactory to record that 
Our earnings improved onder each main head 
of account. On the Helonan line our earnings 
increased by over L E. 6,000, and our expen- 
ses by leas than L.E. 1,000, so on analysis we 
get results even more satisfactory than on 
the Deltas proper, but the records of the 
previous period were not sufficiently complete 
to enable us to make comparisons in quite the 
Taking our passenger traffic we 
find an improvement in every class, giving us 
receipts 124°/ better in the case of thé Deltas, 
and 10% better in that of the Helonan line 
than in the corresponding previous half year. 
In our goods traffic there was a slight falling- 
off from the carriage of cotton. We have 
no reason to regard this as likely to be per- 
manent; on the contrary, we look to increased 
areas being brought ander otton cultivation, 
bat itis satisfactory to note that, in spite of it, 
our earnings from our goods traffis have in- 
oreased by about 87%, principally due to bigger 
business in stone, so-called manure, and frait. 
The additional mileage opeved during the half- 
year was ou the Atfeh Ejfina line, in the north 
of Egypt. We have commenced other extenzions 
in the same part of the country opening up 
new territory to us. Progress on all the exten- 
sions, of our light railways is going on satis- 
factorily. On the Helouan line the additions 
being’ made take the form of doubling 
part of the road and providing necessary 
passenger corches and goods wagons. Daring 
the half-year under review we have placed 
upon this line four first-class bogie carriages 
and twenty 15-ton stoné wagonr, which, I may 
say, have given entire saticfaction. For our 
light lines we purchased the rolling stock of 
the narrow-gauge line which previously existed 
between Port Said and Ismailia. It became 
available owing to the extension of the Egyp- 
tian State Railways between these places on 
the standard guage, and we secured it on very 
favourable terms. As affecting the fiaal result 
to the company cf the half year’s working, I 
wish to remind you that the accounts we are 
dealing with are for the best half ofa fall year. 
On the other hand, our expenditura on exten- 
sions, mostly unproductive at present, will 
become productive during the eourse of this 
year. Altogether 564 miles of ling were open 
to traffic during the six months. From this 
time we revert to accounts, eto, for the full 
year, commencing at the lst April and ter- 
minating at 3ist March. For the current 
period the returns received from Egypt show 
that we have earned £403 more than in the 
corresponding 14 weeks of last year. I am also 
glad to say that there is a general expectation 
of what is called a good Nile.this season ; and 
that there is probability of business continuing 
brisk in Ezypt.

The Late Lady Curzon. 

he news of Lady Curzon’s death will be 
received with the most sincere sorrow in Eng- 
land, in lodia, and in America. ‘The death of 
a beautifal woman in the prime of womanhood 
is always a sorrowfal thing; but when that 
woman has, alike by her character, her beauty 
end ber talents, captivated in a few years 
England, America, and India, the news of her 
death is something more than that....... 
Placed by her husband’s promotion in the posi- 
tion of wife of the Viceroy of India, she proved 
no unworthy successor to the great English 
ladies whose hasbands have held that arduous 
and honourable post, and the brilliant success 
of his wife was not the least remarkabie of the 
teatares of Lord Curzon’s historic Viceroyalty. 
In England Lady Corz»n made innumerable 
friends, and though their sympathy can do 
little to help Lord Curzon in this moment of 
trial, it is traly and ungrudgingly given.

Mr. Haldane’s Strategy. 

Mr. Haldane’s scheme may be good or bad, 
but, whichever it be, it cannot be considered 
unimportant. Nor will he persuade anybody 
who heard or read the elaborate and ingenious 
arguments which he brought forward that he 
was not aware of the magnitude of the changes 
which he was advocating. ‘he Secretary for 
War is, on the floor of Parliament, a very 
cunning strategist, but he will not succeed, if 
he wishes, in explaining himself away.

Radical Coercion.

The defence of his own position put forward 
by the Secretary for War is based on a mere 
“ta quoqoe,” ard is, therefore, absolutely 
inadeqnate, since the elections were largely 
won upon the cry that the late Government 
had ignored the supremacy of the Imperial 
Parliament. At any rate, before the Cabinet 
carry out what they imagine to be Czsar’s will 
they should appeal to Czar. (‘“l'elegraph”). 
Russian Troubles. 

Tbe maintenance in power of the Goremykin 
Cabinet seems to te more and more opposed 
to tha dictates of reason.

PALESTINE EXPLORATION FUND'S 
EXCAVATIONS. 


“Of the making of books” on the Ho!y Land 
there is no end, thanks to the zeal of the able 
archeologists of the Palestine Exploration 
Fand, and others who independently have 
made the subject of Palestinian exploration 
their epecial stady. To the credit of the 
authors be it said that their productions are 
invariably interesting, for not only is the 
subject fascinating, but they bring to their 
task an enthusiasm which enables them to pre- 
sent the story of their discoveries in an un- 
usually readable form. 

The latest work on Palestine is that given 
tousby Mr. Stewart Macalister, Director of 
Excavations for the Exploration Fund, in 
which he describes the operations at Gezer. 
This is the forerunner of a much more ela- 
borate memoir, now in course of preparation, 
on the discoveries at the site of the ancient 
city. It issafe to say that the interest aroused 
by the present instalment avgurs well for the 
success of the larger work, which we await with 
pleasurable anticipation. 

Of course, the one outstanding feature of 
the result of the excavations in Egypt and the 
Holy Land is the valuable light they throw 
upon the historical records of the Old Testa- 
ment, and the expedition to Gezer has been 
successful inclearing up several points about 
which much mystery has gathered. One dis- 
covery that will probably appeal moat to the 
general reader is that which enables the author 
to present to us a new and much more feasible 
version of Samson's death. ‘The generally 
accepted notion is that the Temple of the 
Philistines was built in the style of a much 
later civilisation complete with Gothic pillars, 
which Samson snapped by the act of resting 
himself opon them. From the discovery of 
other buildings in the Mound, Mr. Macalister 
thinks it probable that the temple was farnish- 
ed with a portico, sapported by wooden pillarr, 
and that it was beneath the portico that 
Samson was compelled to exhibit his prowess 
for the amusement of his enemies. When he 
was tired he was permitted to take hold of the 
pillars, and this efforded him the opportunity 
of retaliating upon his persecators by wrench- 
ing the pillars from their position, and bring- 
ing down the portico to the ground, a by no 
means impossible feat. In this act he destroy- 
ed those congregated above and below the 
portico. 

One of the surprises of the expedition was 
the discovery of the remains of a cave-dwelling 
people which seem to bear a striking re- 
semblance to the description given of a little- 
knowao race mentioned in (Genesis and 
Deuteroncmy, the Horites, and much inte- 
resting information is afforded of the dwellings 
of this people, and their protable form of 
worship. In the last week of the excavations 
a few graves ot a very remarkable cemetery 
were found, the bodies in the tombs being of 
extraordinary 8iz3, which leads Mr. Macalister 
to suggest that they were on the point of 
coming into contact with the Philistine giants 
David's men slew at Gezer, The expiration of 
the Government's permit, unfortanately, pre- 
vented an extended examination of this 
interesting “find.” It is to be hoped that 
more information regarding these giants may 
ba obtained at a subsequent date. 

It is unfortunate that complaint has again 
to be made of the damage to ancient monn- 
ments being wrought by maranding natives. It 
will be remembered that Professor Petrie had 
much trouble with these vandals in Sinai, 
and it seems very desirable that some severe 
steps should be taken by the Government to 
pat an endto this sort of thing. Otherwise 
the work of exploration will be seriously 
menaced, if not actually terminated. 

Mr. Macalister’s work is well-written and 
admirably illustrated by photographs.

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GREEK PAPYRI AT KING'S 
COLLEGE.

The exhibition of the Greco-Roman branch 
of the Ezypt Exploration Fand, which torms 
the second portion ot the society's exhibition at 
King’s College, is one which will be found of 
the greatest interest to all lovers of literature. 
The work of Drs. Hunt and Grenfell in the 
Fayoum has resalted in bringing to light a 
totally undreamt-of wealth of literary material 
from the rubbish teaps or waste-paper baskets 
of Greco-Roman Egypt, writes Mr, W. St. 
Chad Boscawen in the ‘“'ribune.”’ 

Although this year we do not find any such 
grand trouvaille as the “Sayings of Jesus,” 
there are a number of fragments of the greatest 
interest to the classical scholar and historian. 
These fragments come chiefly trom Oxyrynochus 
and from El Hibet, near Beni Souef, the ma- 
jority of the papyri from the latter having 
keen taken from the cartonage of mummy 
cases of the Ptolemaic age. Among the classical 
fragmen‘s are portions of the “Iliad” or 
“Odyesey” of Homer, of works of Plato and 
Eoripides and several unknown authors. In 
this section of literature one fragment of 
especial value isa treatise on musical criticism, 
which with reasonable certainty may be attri- 
bated to Hippias. It is a most scathing attack 
on the pedantic school of Damnon the Athenian. 
In biting sarcasm it is eqaal to any product 
of mcdern journalism, as the following extracts 
will show. He commences :— 

“Tt has often been a surprise to me, ye men 
of Hellas, that certain persons who make dis- 
plays foreign to their own arts should pass un- 
observed. ‘They claim to be masicsl and select, 
and compare tunes, bestowing indiscriminate 
praige on some, blame on others. They assert 
that certain tanes make us temperate, others 
wise, others jost, others cowardly, ste.” 

Bat, as is often the case, the sting of the 
criticism is in the tail :— 

“Such is their confidence that they waste all 
their tunes upon the strings, harping worse 
than the worst harpers, singing worse than the 
worst singers, making comparisons worse than 
the worst rhetoricians, and in fact, doing 
everything worse than anyone else.” 

This is certainly a gem of criticism worth 
rescuing trom the packing of a mommy case.
